From J. A. Cnawronp, Esq., Honorary Secretary to the 
Agricultural Exhibition, Calcutta, to the Secretary to the 
Government of Hengal,—(dated the 7th November 1863.) 


I am directed to forward herewith, for the in- 
formation of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
a Report (which was unanimously adopted at a 
general meeting of the Central Committeo on 
‘Phuraday, the 5th instant,) on the progress made 
hy the Committee in carrying out the arrango- 
menta for the Agricultural Show to be held in 
January next. 

‘As the sam of Bupees 5,000 of the original 
grant of Rupees 10,000 was remitted to England 
for the purchdse of iron hurdles, and now on their 
way ouig am diretted to request that you will 
obtain the sanction of His Hono: the Lieute- 
nent-Governor to a further sum of Rupees 10,000 
being placed ab the disposal of the Committee in 
order to complete the arrangements now in course 
of progress.

2, It was but natural that an undertaking so 
novel in its character, and hardly auderstood by 
those for whose more immediate benefit it is 
intended, should be at the commencement beset 
with many difficulties; the Committee, however, 
felt convinced that if the real scope and object 
of tho Exhibition were fully explained, and. the 
hearty co-operation of Natix: Landholders enlist 
ed, a successful resull of cls first experiment 
might conlidently be expected. 





3. With this aim steadily in view printed 
copies of Prize Lists in English, Oordvg, und 
Benge were forwarded to each of the Locu! 
Committees for distribution, English Prize Lists 
and the Rules attached tv them were likewise for- 
warded to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, 
Ceylon, the North-Western Provinces, the Punjab, 
and to the Commissioner of Oude, and care was 
taken to make the proposed Exhibition known in 
England to many of the principal manulacturers 
of Agricultural Machinery. In order to. give 
every possible publicity large hang-bills have been 
printed in English, Oordoo, and Bengalee, copies 
of which, through tho courtesy of the Agent of 
the Eastern Bengal Railway and the Traffic Mana- 
ger of the East Indian Railway Company, have 
been conspicuously posted ut every Railway Station 
on their respective lines, and a Notification con- 
taining all details as to articles admissible at the 
Exhibition, with the number and value of the 
Prizes offered for each description, has been sent to 
the Secretaries to the Governments of Madras, 
Ceylon, Bombay, the North-Western Provinces, 
the Punjab, and to the Secretary to the Chief 
Commissioner of Oude, with a view to obtaining 
the permission of the respective Governments tu 
its publication in the Oficial Gazettes, 





4, The Committee is much indebted to Moul- 
vie Abdool Luteef and Abdoor: Ruwoof, distourses 
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relative to the undertaking having been prepared 
by them in the Vernacular and printed for distri- 
bution among Zemindars; and the Local Com- 
mittees have been requested to spare no pains in 
fully explaining to the influential Residents and 
Landholders of their Districts the objects for 
which the Exhibition was determined upon, and 
the benefits which must result therefrom to all, 
Gitgetly or indirectly, interosted in the progress 
and improvement of agricultural pursuits in this 
country. 


5. The Committee has now the satiefaction 
to state that its endeavors to create an interest 
in the proposed undertakings have been perfvetly 
successful, The proceedings of the Local Com- 
amittees, which find a permanent record in their 
publication in the Government Gazette, bear not 
only ample testimony to the spirit in which the 
requisitions of the Central Committee have been 
received, but they also afford a pleasing proof of 
the support held out to the undertaking by the 
offer on tho part of private individuals of extra 
prizes, aggrezating up to the present moment 
nearly Rupecs 12,000. 


6, The several Governments above referred to 
have promised every support in their power, and 
the Chief Commisstoner of Oude hus intimated 
that a collection of the agricultural products, &c., 
ot Oude will be forward:

18. Landing and Transport of Asavy Machi-

-No. 887T., dated the 6tk ultimo, Mr, Dowleans

14. The Officiating Master Attendant has 
placed the means and appliances attached to his 
Department at the Committee's disposal. They 
consist of a heave up-boat and a crane capable of 
lifting two tons, and the Superintendent of the 
Government Dock-Yard offers to land machinery ‘ 
by the Kidderpore crane up to fifteen tons’ weight, 
and to lend trucks for transporting it to Allipore. 
Every arrangement has therefore been made to 
afford exhibitors facilities which, whilst dimi- 
nishing the risk incurred in landing heavy machi- 
nery, will greatly expedite its disembarkation, and 
materially assist in its traneport to the Exhibition 
Yard. 


1. Platform for keavy Steam Mackines.—-Con- 

sidering the weight of the machines which will 
be exhibited, working under their own steam 
ower, the Committee were of opinion that it would 
be hardly fair to pnt exhibitora to the entire 
expense of ergeting the necessary platforms, and 
that assistance in the shape of bricks (which 
afterwards might be turned to acconnt for the 
Subarban roads) would not be out of place. At 
this moment it is impossible to eay what the 
eventual requirements in this respect may be; but 
the Committee feel yreat pleasure in bringing to 
notice the prompt aid affurded by the Department 
of Pablie Works, a requisition made during the 
holidays to the Superintending Engineer, South- 
Eastern Circle, under the authority of Government, 
conveyed in Mr. Secretary Kden’s letter No. 987T., 
dated the Gth ultimo, for 20,000 bricke, having 
been met within twenty-four hours. 





16, Circular to Gommitices.—Every thing having 
thus been done which, in the opinion of the 
Committee, might tend to facilitate the transimis- 
sion, transport, and exhibition of contributions to 
the forthcoming Show, it appeared desirable that 
some plan should be devised for ensuring uniform 
Returns, in order to enable the Committee to carry 
out a variety of other arrangements for which 
due provision must be made. With this view a 
Circular was addressed on the 1th of September 
to the several Local Committees, embodying 
certain Rules for their guidance, and furnishing. 
a form of Return for all contributions intended to 
bo forwarded from their respective Districts for 
exhibition, The object of these Returns is—

17, Feeding of Animals.—In anticipation of 
these Returns the Central Committee has alseady 
taken action. Advertisements have been publisiied 
in the Exchange Gazette und in two local Native’ 
papers, inviting tenders for feeding of animals by 
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contract, ‘The contract will stipulate the quantity { 
and quality of food for each ani val according to 
samples in the Committee's possession, and these 
details will be printed in Englisti and the Verna- 
eular on cards, one of which will be handed to 
each servant in charge of eattle, so that be may 
know exactly what he is entitled to receive from 
the contractor.

from contributing some really fine specimens 
which they might obtain on loan and forward to 
the Exhibition ut their own expense, Consider- 
ing that the avowed object of the Exhibition is to 
promote improvement in the breed of cattle and 
in the productious of the soil, and to introduce 
a better class of agricultural implements, and 
seeing that the prizes have been fixed on a liberal 
seale, with the special view of thereby affording 
to succussfil competitors the means of purchasing 
ut the Exhibition such cattle, imploments, aad 
appliances by whigh the contemplated improt 
iment can be effected, it is clear that thease objects 
would be frustrated were the prizes awarded to 
any one but the astual producer bimself, The

a worthy representation of Agricultural Products 
of Bengal, the North-Western Provinces, Oude, 
Madras, British Burmah, and the Straits Settle- 
menta, and of the Agricultural Implements, &c., 
continuing in use in their countries, but that it 
would also comprise a complete collection of 
Machinegy and Implements which are in common 
use in England and America with such decided 
mocess as to afford an undeniable proof of the 
advantages resulting from the practical applica- 
tion of modern science to the purposes of Agri- 
culture, 

48. With such satisfactory prospects before 
them the Committee now turned their attention 
to the best means of securing. the attainment of 
the real benefits expected to result from the firet 
Bengal Agricnltural Exhibition. It appeared 
that in the first place it was of paramount im- 
portance to induce Native Agriculturists to come 
to see the collections of products gathered from 
various parts of India and compare their respec. 
tive merits, as also the Implements used in their 
cultivation, and to witness the improvements that 
are effected by the application of various 
Machines and Implements unknown to Native 
Cultivators, but already most successfully used in 
Europe. 

9. Another and most important point was to 
induce Zemindars and others (o avail themselves 
of the opportunity of comparing the Cattle bred 
in various parts of India, whether such were the 
progeny of animals peculiar to Districts, or the 
result of cross-breeds, or imported Cattle. Consi- 
dering that in any case, in the first instance, the 

roper selection of breediug Cattle las the most 
Peneecial effecta on the pro:eny raised from them ; 
and secondly, that the nature of pasture available 
in each Joculity exorciges a powerful influence 
upon the ‘condition of animals, and that such 
varies according to soil and atmospheric causes, 
the Exhibition would afford the means of jadging 
how far Cattle bred in one District could, in their 
opinion, thrive in another, and the extent to 
which cross-breeds, bemg the progeny of im- 
ported animals, improved Local Live Stock, or 
the reverse ; and lastly, the beneficial effects on 
the young stock in breeding from properly select~ 
ed Cattle as compared with the miserable resulte 
coming under daily notice when breeding stock 
is carried on without any reference to the requinite 
essentials on either side.

11. ‘The support thus received from 
quarter having removed any doubt that might 
have existed as to the result of the undertaking, 
the Committee, with a view to make due provi- 
sion for the requirements of every branch of the 
Exhibition, deemed it advisable that there should 
be a division of labor. Its numbers, therefore, 
constituted themeclves into Sub-Committees, 
undertaking the special supervision and control

12. But, notwithstanding this distribution of 
duties, the Sub-Committees ex need consider- 
able difficultivs in completing their arrasgements 
so a to have every thing re on the day of 
opening. This arose chicHy trem the circum. 
stance that the bulk of the contributions from the 
several Committees dil not reath the Exhibition 
until within a few days of its opening, whilst a 
large number of articles arrived only in the course 
of the following week. Morcover many packages 
were received without any outer mark of the place 
whence seut, whilst their contents were, in many 
instances, either indistinctly labelled, or not 





























labelled at all, so that it was almost impossible 
to identily them. This was more particularly the 
cuse in the Produce Department, for, as epecimens 
could only be forwarded in such a manner as the 
limited means of the District allowed, some were 
received in tin canisters, some in small boxes, and 
others in bottles, bags, jars, &e., and in a great 
many cases the original label either came off or 
became quite obliterated. The consequence was 
that, although after much trouble most of the 
specimens themselves were identified, it was im- 
possible to get any clue as to the place from which 
they had been despatched. 

13, Phe Committee also made arrangements 
for the publication of a classified catalogue of all 
the contributions on view, and cach Sub-Com- 
mittee undertook the compilation of its own 
particular Section, In order to render such 
catalogue available to visitors on the very day of 
the opening of the Exhibition, it was determined 
that the same should be compiled from the 
Returns forwarded by the several Local Com- 
mittees in snticipation of the receipt of the 
contributions themselves, and be printed forth. 
with. Difficulties, however, atose which prevent- 
ed these arrangements being carried out ix toto, 
for it was found that many of the Agricultural 
‘Implements entered in the Returns under @ par- 
ticular heading did not correspond with the 
classification laid down in the Committee’s Circu- 
lar, whilet several apecimens of Live Stock, such 
as, for instance, eighty horses arrived on the last 
two days preceding the Exhibition, of which the 
Committee received no advice until the animals 
were actually in the Exhibition Yard. Others 
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again, which it was the intention of contributors 
to send to the Exhibition, were never despatched, 
or substituted by animaly coming within a 
different classification. 

Vi. All these drawbacks necessarily delayed 
the issue of the printed catalogue, whilst that 
portion of it which related to Prodace, and which 
was compiled upon the strength of Returns from 
Local Committees, owing to the causes explained 
in a preceding paragraph, presented the singular 
anomaly that many speciinens mentioned in. the 
catalogue actually could not be found, whilst 
there wis a variety of others of which no men- 
tion whatever was made in it. 

14. Thonzh it is undeniable that these 
Arawh: entailed much unnecessary 
upon the several Sub-Committees, 
somewhat retarding the Jabe: 
Judges, yet it is but 
for the difficulties which must have been ex- 

ienced by the several Local Committees in 
rtogether and forwarding the contribu.

ascertuined, and which as yet remains unclaimed. 

26. It afferds the Committee particular satis- 
faction to state that during the whole time the 
Exhibition was open not a single'accident occurred 
within the Yard. Considering the ferocity of 
several of the Cattle surrounded by crowds of 
spectators, and roused Ly the sound of the Bands 
which played on the grounds, every precaution 
was taken fur properly securing the animals within 
their stalls, and though some of them did at 
times, in spite of all precautions to the contrary, 
manaze to get loose, they were almost instantly 
caught without much difficulty. One buffalo 
bull, however, which appeared to have gone mad, 
managed to get loose from its shed, but fortunate. 
ly ran straight out of the compound. In its 
onward course it eame upon a horse which it 
gored to death. Tts further progress was, how- 
ever, soon arrested, it having been shot in one of 
the southern Subnrbs. 

27. The Committes will now proceed to the 
financial result of the Exhibition. From the 
Statement which is annexed it will be observed 
that the total receipts from every souree, including 
the advance*of Rupees 50,000 tiom the Govern- 
of India, amounted to Rupees 1,21,927- 
against an expenditure of Rupees 1,16,540-10-1, 
leaving a cash balance of Rupees 5, i 

bs the hands of the 
the Committe as 
shown in the mar- 
gin.

lance has, however, 
to be added a sum of about Rupees 14,700 out. 
standing assets now in the course of realisation, 
so that the total nm which the Committee will 
he able to return to Government will amount to 
Rupees 20,000, reducing the actual eost of the 
undertaking to Rupees 30,000, for whieh it will 
be necessary to apply fura grant to the Govern- 
ment. of fndia.

tions and scries—and specimens of all the different 














Machines and Implements to aid the Axrriculturist 
in the successful cultivation of his land whieh the 
akill of the machinist and mechanic could produce, 
all to bo obntributed by private individuals—and,. 
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as the great object in view was to induce Natives 
interested in the development of the Agricultural 
resources of the country to come and sce the col- 
lection, it became tho duty of the Committee to 
give the widest publicity to the proposed Exhibi- 
tion, a8 also to afford exhibitors every possible aid 
and facility, especially to those who offered to 
import and exhibit a variety of valuable Machinery 
commonly employed in Europe in Agricultural 
operations, but the use of which was neither known 
nor understood in this country.

82. This arrangement, hi er, necessitated 
the construction of special sheds, whiehy with a 
view to guurd against the accident of fire, had to 
he covered with cormngzated iron. To provide the 
required steam power Wailers had to be fixed, a 
chimney built, steair pipes laid down, and shalt- 
ing pytup, all of which, togetier with the cost 
of eal consumed, absorbed the large sum of Ru- 
ps 87,199-12.5, and indeed the expenses under 
that head would have been still greater had not 
the boilers and a large portion of the shafting 
heen obligingly lent for the occasiun. The sheds 
themselves have been.gold to the Magistrate of 
Alipore for the mere cost of the material used in 
their construction, leaving a diference of nearly 
Rapees 28,000, which must, he considered as the 
expenditure out of pocket. 

33. It appears to the Committee that, with 
the exception of sheds required for the protection 
of Machinery, all other expense in connection 
therewith might be greatly reduced. It is but 
right chat Government should give every assis- 
tance in its power to bring prominently, to the 
notice of the Indian Agriculturist the means and 
appliances which are being used with such decided 
acivantayes in Europe, still there must be a pro 
scribed limit to such assistanve. Exhibitors do not 
show Machinery merely for the purpose of adding 































view of its ultimate ale. If, therefore, Govern. 
ment provides the means for the landing of sach 
Machinery and ite conveyance to the Exbibition 
grounds, and moreover places at the disposal of 
the Exhibitor the material required for the con- 
struction of platforms, &., it may be fairly assamed, 
that all the aid that could reasonably be expected 
has been accorded, To exhibit Machinery at 
work is entirely 2 matter for the consideration of 
the exhibitor, whose object it is to get a purchaser 
for the vane.

of. showing the people of this country the respec- 
tive productions in Live Stock and Agricultural 
produce from the different Districts of Hengal and 
other Provinces; the results obtained by the 
introduction of cross-breeds ; the Implements at 
present in use in different localities ; and the 
scientific appliances used in Europe for agricul- 
tural purposes, many of which might be adopted 
with great advantage in India. ‘The purchases 
of Machinery and of Agricultural Implements 
made at the Exhibition by Native gentlemen 
from the Mofussil afford an undeniable proof that 
there is no want of disposition to give those 
modern uppliances a fair practical trial, whilst 
the liberal and numerous prizes held out und 
awarded to specimens of Live Stock will have the 
effect of securing greater atteation to Cattle- 
breeding and Agriculture; and by rousing a spirit. 
of competition result in a general improvement 
in the Cattle bred in this country. ‘This of couse 
cannot be the work of a moment; but the Com- 
mittee are confident that, should another Exhibi- 
tion be determined upon a couple of years hence, 
net only a marked improvement in all branches 
of Agricultural industry will be perceptible, but 
that the people themselves will be most anxious to 
give every support to an undertaking which at 
first from its novelty was not correctly appre- 
ciated by them, but the object and benefits of 
which they now clearly understand. 

37. The Committee were anxious to sub- 
mit their Report as carly as possible, but 
they were of opinion that any Report would be 
imperfect unless accompanied by a Statement 
showing the financial result of the undertaking. 
Such a Statement could not be prepared until the 
actual liabilities of the Committee could be fully 
ascertained. Moreover it appeared most desirable 
that the prizes awarded by the Judges should be| 
distributed without delay, and this necessarily 
took some time since abstracts of prizes awarded 
to Mofussil contributors had to be prepared for 
each Local Committee, and to be accompanied by 

‘gq Treasury Transfer Receipt for the amount 
{awarded, Then followed fhe distribution of the 
t Prize Certificates and of Honorable Mentions ; and 
‘lastly, the transmission of the Medals. In addition 
to this several of the specimens suid on account 
of private contributors had to be accounted for; 
| but, aa thg final accougt sales were not received 
from the auctioneers until the 11th f last month, 
the Statements for each individual exhibitor 
conld not be made out until some days alter, 
when the same were transmitted cither" to the 
claimants direct, or through Local Committees, 
being, in each instance, accompanied Ly a remit~ 
tance of the sale proceeds. ° 

$8, Local exhibitions have everywhere been 
attended with such beneficial results that they 
have become regular institutions, and the Com. 
mittee have no doubt that the necessity of holding 
another one again in Bengal will sooner or later 
force iteel! upon the consideration of Government.

coming round the Cape extends over a period of 
four months; that the landing of such Machi- 
nery at Calcutta is attended with numerous diffi- 
culties and delays; and that, moreover, in the 
absence of those facilities which are introduced 
into almost every Port in Europe and America, 
Machinery above a certain weight cannot ba 
landed without the aid of the Superintendent of 
Her Majesty’s Dock Yard at Kidderpore, it will 
be admitted that these several circumstances are 
productive of great delay. Moverover, it must be 
remembered that all such Machinery is brought 
out only in component parts, which require to be 
put together and set up by professional men, who, 
labouring under the difficalty of procuring a 
sufficiency of manual labor, are often unable to 
complete the work undertaken by them within the 
stipulated time. The late Agricultural Exhibition 
fully corroborates these views of the Committee. 
Though, owing toa greatly increased rate of ordi« 
nary wages, a number of artisans were secured to 
push on the work in the Machinery Department, 
nothing wonld induce them to work beyond the 
ordinary hours, and when on a particular occasion 
more than double the pay was given to them for 
night work not one of the artisans made his 
appearance next day, and it was impossible to 
procure substitutes at any price, 

39, But even with a previous notice of eigh- 
teen inonths the Committee having the manage. 
ment of the Exhibition would find themselves 
pressed for time, unless different arrangements can 
be made from those on the last occasion, Owing 
to the climate an Exhibition could not be held at a 
later period than the middle of January, and, con- 
sidering that nothing can be done at the Show 
Yard itself until after the rains, it is clear that the 
time within which sheds, &¢., have to be cone 
structed is much too short. Nothing would be 
gained by purchasing the material ‘before the 
raing, for the greater portion of it would be so 
much injured by dump, even if kept in godowns, 
as to become absolutely unfit for use. 

40. Tt has been sugested by various parties 
interested in the productions of India that tho 
next Exhibition should comprise also a complete 
collection of manufactured articles, both Indian 
and Foreign. The Committee are afraid that such 
would be impracticable unless a special building 
were constructed in which valuable fubrics could be 
protected not only against atmospheric influences, 
but more especinlly ‘against depredations. ‘Thera 
ean be no doubt that the splendid Silk ond 
Cotton fabrics of India would greatly add to the 
display of the Show, but they would at the same 
time inerease the risk and responsibility of the 
Committes without producing corresponding 
Lenefits, the great object at present being the 
improvement in tho breed of Cattlo and in 
Agricultural produce. 

41. Before closing thts Report the Committee 
would offer the following suggestions, which 
might be acted upon with advantage on the next 
occasion :— 

1st,—That the Exhibition be opened on the Ist 
of January and continue open for a fortnight, 

2nd,—That all work connected with the con- 
struction of buildings, sheds, &., be done by 
contract, . 

8rd,—That the Rules of the Central Committes. 
with regard to the time for receiving Returns, az 
well ag the contributions themsslves, he mos 








strictly adhered to. Z 
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Ath.—That the prizes be confined to those 
published by Government, but that donations 
jrom private individuals be received only for the 
conveyance of Ryota to the Exhibition, or for the 
purposes of the General Exhibition Fund as in 
England. 

5¢k,—That all samples of produce, unless bond 
fide made a present of, be declined, the offer of 
Uiberal prizes being a sufficient inducement to 
those who consider their particular produce to be 
such as can stand successful competition, This 
would limit contributions to first rate aud really 
deserving specimens. 

64.—Thut the Judges of Produce examine the 
various specimens and pronounce their awards at 
least one day previous to the opening of the 
Exhibition, because samples, by being exposed to 
heat, dust, and night dew, naiurally deteriorate. 

7th.—That a printed catalogue of the collection 
on view be rendered available on the morning of 
the opening of the Exhibition. 

42. The Committees would finally recommend 
that, with the view to commemorating the first 
Bengal Agricultural Exhibition, each exhibitor be 
presented with a Brouze Medal, and a copy of the 
catalogue and the awards made by the Judges, 
and of the Jndge’s Report.

Axtnoven the number of cattle exhibited was 
considerable, and the quality on the whole good, 
wewere able to award only fifty-eight of the 
ninty-four Government prizes cffered : some few 
were withheld from there not being any animal 
decmed deserving, but the greater portion from: 
there being no eni#es, 

For instance, in the Series I., Class I, Section 
L, “ Bulls bred in the Lower Provinces,” there 
were ne 3-year old Bulls entered, and of 5-year 
old, 2-year old, and yearlings, two of each age 
only were awarded the first and second prizes, no 
third prizes being given. 

So likewise as regards the “ Cows bred in the 
Lower Provinces,” for which twenty-five prizes 
freed and thirtcen only awarded, the eutry 

s o'd and upwards — being numerous, 

ilst there was only one 4-year old, and no 
yearling, 
The same remarks apply to the eattle from the 
Upper Provitces and from other parts of India, 
under which latter bead very few eutrivs were 
found. 

The English imported cattle aud the cross- 
breed, the immediate progeny of imported cattle, 
were largely represented, und all the prizes under 
these series were awarded in full, 

‘The cattle bred in the Lower Provinces sent to 
the Exhibition were almost entirely of the large 
Up-country breed, and the entries of the breed of 
euttle in general use in Lower Bengal were very 
scanty. ; 

As wo believe that this indigenous breed is the 
only one suited to the country, looking to the 
climate and the food given to their cuttle by the 
Byots generally, we consider this absence of 
exhibitors may havo proceeded partly from the 
belief that it would be useless to compete with the 
















larger sized cattle ; wo would therefore recommend 
that in future there should be a separate series 
for the smaller breed of cattle. 

If this recommendation should be attended to, 
care should be taken to have it understood that 
the prizes would be awarded to those animals of 
the Lroed which combined size with the other 
qualities desired, otherwise it may happen, as 
appears to have been, in some degree, the case on 
this occasion, that the entries for tho smaller 
breed may consist chiefly of Ghynees which are 
entirely uscless for any Agricultural purpose, 

The cross-breed cattle were rather nomerous 
and for dairy purposes they are probably an im- 
provement on the pure country breed, provided 
they are well fed and protected from the weather ; 
but the examination of this elass has satisfied us 
that no good result for Agricultural purposes is 
to be expected from crossing the smaller Bengal 
eattle with English. 

The only really fine animal of the cross-breed is 
No. 144, 2 bull bred by Dr. Farrell, and said to 
be by a short-horn bull from an Up-country cow, 
and this result of that cross makes it desirable 
that some futher experiments should be made in 
the same direction, but we do not recommend the 
use of English bulls of the emall breed, 

The cross-breeds reared near Calcutta were 
generally from Alderney. blood, and there was 
such a general want of size and power that we 
should not recommend those who are trying 
cross breeding to continue in this line, although, 
indeed, we have great doubt whether the emall 
Bengalee cow will throw gcod produce to any 
large sized imported bulls. 

The short-born bulls and cows imported by the 
Rajah of Bulrampore were very good, as was also 
atwelvemonth old bull of the same breed im- 
ported by Dr. Barry, und_ the prizes for this claso 
were neutly all carried off by these short-horne, 
the only exception being the third prize for cows 
awarded to Major Bishop for a cow apparently of 
the Sussex breed. 

As before stated it is our opinion that if an 
experiment should continue to be made in breed. 
ing from imported cattle, the short-horns should 
be used ; but we are not inelined to expect much 
from the attempt, especially as regards the cross 
with the small cows of Bengal breed.

Out of the remaining 
twelve there ws no difieglty, in awarding tho 
prize for the bast harnoss mffre to a chesnut ‘mare 
by an Arab out of a Belooch mare and bred by 
Colonel M. J. Turnbull, the prize for the hest 
hackney being carried off by the bay mare exhi- 
bited by the Maharajah of Burdwan. 

Stallion Ponies over 124 and under 14 hands, 

The two ponies exhibited in this class were in 
our opinion entitled to the prizes given and which 
were awarded in the following order :— 

To Mr. J. Macnamara’s grey Cabul pony 
Wanderer, and to Mr. W. W, Farquhatson’s grey 
Cabul pony. 

There were only two mare ponies exhibited 
under the terms of the prize, viz., the grey mare 
from Rangoon to which the first’ prizo bas been 
accordingly awarded, the second being awarded 
to Mr. II, B. Simson’s pony mare “ Kiss-me- 

ick.”* é 

‘The best draught or saddle pony in the Exhibi- 
tion was a chesnut pony bred and exhibited by 
Mr. W. Stalkartt, of Ghoosery, to which the 
prize was awarded. 

Of the prizes offered for the different series of 

jonies under 124 hands there is uot one which we 
Tove thought proper to award, there being no 
entrios worthy of notice. 

‘We have been very much dicappninted in not 
seeing any entries of the olass of ponies ordinarily 
used by the Natives in their common hack 
carriages, These prizes were especially set apart for 
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this class of ponies in the hope of obtaining a good 
show of them, and of teaching the owuers of such 
by the award of the prizes what are the requisite 
points of a good draught pony. It is curious to 
note the utter absence of competition in the very 
class which should have produced the greatest 
number of exhibitors, 

There were no asses exhibited. 

Of mules there were two, to each of which we 
have awarded a prize, the mule exhibited by the 
Rangoon Committee taking the first, and Mr. 
J. Macnamara’s mule the second prize. 

Of the fifteen extra prizes offered, we have 
thought it our duty to award but three; in some 
cases there were no entries, and in others, such 
as, for instance, for loeal prizes, the animals. exhi- 
ited were either too swall or so bad as to be 
beneath notice.

The large number of Native dealers who exhi- 
bited their horees were, 9¢ is usual, all in expecta 
tion of prizes, for which under the terms of the 
prizes they were all barred from. competition, A 
very considerable saving having accrued from. the 
non-award of prizes in one or two classes, and the 
want of competition in others, we were induced 
to recommend and have since been authorized to 
award to various Native exhibitors prizes as noted

‘The firet thing that struck the Committee in 
their inspection of the sleep submitted to them 
was the very great inferiority, as a general rule, 
of the animals exhibited by Native competitors to 
those brought forward by the European com- 
munity. From the specimens exhibited by the 
former, it was evidently entirely unknown to them 





that the objeot of the Exhibition was to show 
animals calculated to improve’ the breed. Hair} 
creatures with enormous horns were of frequent 
oceurrence, One ram was eaid to have main-= 
tained a combat with a tiger ; in another instance 
a poor woman actually brought carefully wrapped 
up in her chudder what might have been supposed 
to bea baby. On examination it proved to be a 
small black kid of the ordinary Bengalee breed, 
Dorn with three legs instead of four! It appear- 
ed to have been the idea that anything strange or 
unusual was what was wanted; there were, 
however, some favorable exceptions, vir, the 
specimens exhibited hy Cheboo Llama, of Thibet, 
and Baboos Ramlochun Ghose, Seopersaud Sing, 
and Chunder Bhoosun Banerjea, whose names 
appear among the prizemen. 

2. The sheep exhibited by the Europeans were 
for the most part in fine condition, well cared for, 
and remarkably good specimens of their elaee ; it 
would have been hard to find at any exhibition of 
sheep a prettier sight than the pens shewn by 
Mr.'I. C. Trotter, of Patna, of four beautiful 
Patna ewes washed till they wero as white as 
cotton, and by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal of ewes and lambe, which might have been 
astudy for an artist. ‘The Committee were sorry 
to find that they wero disqualified for a prize on 
account of their being of various ages. 

3. The imported sheep were not many; a 
Southdown imported by Dr. Barry, to which the 
highest prize was awarded, was a remarkably fine 
specimen ; there were also some good Merinos 
from the Cape of Good Hope; they were selected 
by Mr. Michael Von Breda, and considered to be 
good specimens of the finer wooled breed; the 
price was £25 for the rams, and £15 for the ewes 
The object. in sending the sheep was to draw 
attention to the Cape Colony as a source of suppl 
to this country. The rest of the imported animal 
consisted of Doombas and Arab sheep ; the latter 
with fine haired conte, and perfectly unsuited for 
improving the breed’ in this country either-in” 
wool or mutton, From the former a selection 
might be made which would improve the wool in 
some degree, but they could not, of course, 
compete in that respect with either the Southdown 
or Merino breeds, 

4. Tt was not to be expected that at the first 
Exhibition many sheep would be shown in which 
improvement of the Native breeds had been 
attempted : a pen of four ewes of the Bi 
breed crossed with the North China breed, ‘the 
wool of which is very soft, though less thiek in' 
the fleece than the Kuropean sheep, exhibited by 
Mr. Grote, and a very handsome ewe sent down” 
by Mr. Davis, of Bacca, however, were safftcien§ 
to show what could be done in this way ; while 
the ram from Patna stock, bred in Beerbhoom 
Mr. Malet, winning the prizes against snii 3 
sclected by Mr. Kelly, of Lohanipoor, from: the 
District of Patna itself, was a good. example of 
what may be done by -eare and good feeding, 
Tho several pene exhibited by Mr. ‘Tayler, 
Patna, were remarkably Rood specimens, and 
proved satisfactorily that much might be 
in the improvement of the Native s by 
selection without admixture of forei tot :

encouragement ; if poseesies the 
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easily fattened, ana prouuciag exosiient mutton, 
and the wool, if allowed to grow t2 its full length, 
is of fair, marketable quality, The Committee 
ara informed that the usual practices at present is 
to clip the sheep three times in the year, which 
as regards the wool ia manifvstly objectionable, 
Several of the animals exhibited had their wool 
of the natural length, though frequent washing 
had, in most instances, deprived it of the unctuous 
feal so desirable and so prominent in wools of the 
superior class. ‘The beautiful lambs in the pen of 
the Lieutenant-Governor, bred at Alipore, and in 
the pen of Mr. Malet, (which last were of the 
second generation, bred at Sooree, Beerbhoom,) 
ehow that the brad oan be as successfully culti- 
vated in Lower Bengal as in Behar itself ; and 
the Committee would be glad to see it displace 
the miserable little Bengulee sheep now seen 
about the country, though they are aware that 


these -last also ‘might he much improved by | 


judicious eelection and crossing. 

6. The Committee beg to suggest that at an 
fature Exhibition it wonld be an improvement 
the sheep were divided into two classes, wool 
producers, and mutton producers; and, consi- 
dering that wool is of very great commercial 
importance to the whole community, while the 

ality of the flesh is only appeocted hy the 
uropean minority, it would be advisable, the 
Committee think, that the larger prizes should be 
given to the wool producers. 

7. The Committee were sorry to observe that 
in the Kindred Department of Farm Yard pro- 
duce but very few specimens of wool were 
exhibited. 

4, Aa to the goate, which were also the sub- 
jeot of inspection by the Committee, there is not 
much to be said ; nothing very prominent in the 

. way of excellence was brought forward ; there 
were a very few Hill goats, from which the Com- 
mittee were informed that the “ Pushmina” or 
wool used in Cashmir shawls, was procurable ; 
+ but as this is only produceable in the colder 
climate of the Himalaya, and not in Bengal, there 
was not’ much attention paid to it. The best 
goats were of the Jumna-Pari breed, and amony 
those the fincst: specimens us to size were some 
sens down by Mr. Flume, of Etawah, and the best 
milkers wefe exhibited by Mr. Tayler, of Patna, 
Many finer specimens of the goat izibe have olten 
been seen by the Committeo than any of those 
that, were exhibited. . 7 

9. Taken as a whole the goats and sheep, and 
especially the latier, wore a satisfactory lot, und 
the Committee trust that the manner in which 
they have awarded the prizes will, with the 
suggestion they have taken the liberty to offer 
jing wool producers, show the community to

‘Conformably with the permission granted the 
. iy veredted He set spare for the 
Ft were exchanged with those prepared 
for. :Deiry Produce. This interchange was 
a reat benefit to our Department as 
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which were prior to their being forwarded to the 
Exhibition at large throughout the day), and we 
believe of equal benefit to the Dairy Produce 
Department as providing a shed which wae for a 
greater portion of the day in the shade. 

Two sheds, Nos. 51 and 52, in the centre 
walk were thus assigned to the Poultry Depart- 
ment, each measuring in length 120 feet by 20 
feet in breadth. These sheds were constracted of 
bamboo and mat, and were surrounded on all 
sides by a verandah made of mats 6 feet in width, 

‘The sheds having been originally constructed in 
conformity with those erected for Live Stock 
throughout the Yard could not without much 
extra tro ible and expense have been altered ; but 
| we would notice that they were not sufficiently 
! broad or high to admit of the animals being fairly 
eenbited or provided with eufficient air ond 
ight. 

“Shed No. 52 was assigned to the classification 
and arrangement: of fowls, bantams, capons, and 
igeons, and shed No. 51 to that of turkeys, 
geese, ducks, and rabbits. 

In the former all the animals were raised from 
the ground on a platform 24 feet in height, and 
in the latter, with the exception of the rabbits, 
which were arranged in hutches 34 feet from the 
surface, all animals we enclosed in puns on the 
ground. 

‘The pens occupied the central 10 feet of the 
building, while the onter portion of 5 feet on 
either side was set apart as a pathway for 
spectators ; one single doorway divided in two 
for entrance and exit to and [rom each shed was 
found requisite for each Iuilding, and the arrange. 
ment not only prevented the ingress of dogs and 
| vermin, but admitted of the spectators, by pro- 
| ceeding in one line from pen to pen, seeing the 
animals well, without being erowded or jostled. 


s 
Shed No. 52. 


In this were constructed eighty enclosures for 
“ pens of fowls,” numbering five or four sccord- 
ing to the series under which they competed, 
meusuring 8 feet by 4 in depth, and 2} in height. 
‘These enclosures were constructed of Lamboo and 
matwork on the sides and back, with a line of 
galvanized net wire stretched in front from end 
to end ; above these were placed boxes measuring 
9 feet in length hy 2% in height, constructed of $ 
inch pine planks with gulvanized net work 
stretched over the front and top, the backs and 
divisions of the cages being of $ inch pine plauk, 
These cages were divided in accordance with the 
size of the birds expected to arrive, some in four, 
some in five, and some in six divisions. Four of 
these cages were divided in two in their height to 
admit of the pigeons, the lower division, 1 foot 4 
inehes, being set apart for larger pigeons, such a 
Carriers, Sherazies, and Golahs, and the upper, 1 
foat in height, to those breeds of smaller size. 

In each compartment tin troughs, water tight, 
8 inches in length and 2 in depth, wore fastened 
three inches above the floor, vessels for water and 
food placed loose in the cages being liable to upset 
and always unsightly. 

The entrance to each pon aud cage was Ly a 
door from behind ; each pen was cleaued out daily, 
and sand and eaw dust thrown lightly into every 
compartment twice during the day. 

The fowls were fed on common old rice in the 
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‘of more sun throughout the day (which | husk, and every alternate day with o small 
‘\ig-mnasp essential for the ‘well dving of animals! quantity of husked rice and chopped lettuce leaf. 
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Pigeons were fed on the common pigeon pen ; this 
was found necessary as most of them had been in 
the habit of feeding on peas previous to the Show ; 
but this causes the pens and the feathers of the 
birds to become fouled and unsightly. 

The fowls and pigeons that were supplied from 
Calcutta and the Suburbs were brought to the 
Show in good order; many of those from the 
Mofussil arrived in bad condition from having 

been confine! in unsuitable and small cages for 
many days, Some were even brought from great 
distances with their legs tied, snd were unable to 
stand and were unfit for exhibition, and returned 
accordingly. 

‘Annexed is a List of the prizes that have been 
ayvarded by us to the several successful exhibitors. 

Owing to the difficulty that arose in our minds 
as to the distinetion to be made between Series 
T.— Fowls bred in India,” and Series V.— 
+ Country-bred fowls,” we deemed it necessary to 
make some alteration in the Prize List and to 
amalgamate the two, giving separate prizes for 
pens of five and pens of four, and we moreover 
considered it requisite to substitute for prize 59 
one for “ country-bred fowls of the Shanghai and 
Colin species.” 

This we deemeil essential so as to admit of the 
other classes of smaller siz country-bred_ fowls 
being able to compete among themselves, und at 
the saine time leave the amount of the original 
prize offered for “ country-bred” fowle to the 
Shanghai and Cochin species. We moreever 
deemed it advisatle to award an extra prize for 
the most perfect pen of country-bred fowls in the 
Show with reference to their uniformity of shape, 
plumage, aud suitability to the climate. This 
prize was awarded by us to a pen of fowls sent by 
Major Agnew from Gowhatty, birds much resem- 
bling the Chittagong breed, though more brilliant 
in plamage and ereet in carriage, 

These fowls attracted our particular attention 

















on account not only of their general appearance, | 


but of the manner in which they had undergone 
along journey in  confinem This pen of 
poultry fone enck and three hens), which was 
presented to tie Show by Major Agnew, realized 
Rupees 40 at the auction sale. 

‘The second priz’. No. 101, for the pen of four 
imported geese we reduced to the number of three 
geese to admit of competition among several who 
had not been able to exhitt the whole number 
provided for in the original Prize List. 

We now come to the description of fowls 
exhibited. 

Same Fowle were but very poorly represented, 
ouly two “ pens” were exhibited, and the best of 
these contained mixed specimens, A few single 
cueks and hens were deserving of merit, but, 
considering the valuable birds that are known to 
exist in India, snd even in Calcutta, we admit 
that we were disappointed in our expectations 
regurding this particular class. 

‘The prize for the Lest game cock was awarded 
w a bird of Colonel Stephenson’a breed (yellow) ; 
for the best hen also one of the same breed (yel- 
low}, ‘The seeond prize was awarded to a binck 
dreasted red cockerell, more with reference to his 
carriage and feather, than his powers of endurance 
in the coutest. We are aware that in England 
the prize fur game birds is awarded solely with 
reference to the brillianey of plamage, the grace- 
ful carriage, aud the absence of the white feather, 
but we bave been disinclined to accept these 














qualifications in total disregatd of the known 
leading points of the Indian game cock, viz, the 
engle eye, the natural (ancut) clean comb and 
wattle, the brond and partially naked chest, the 
muscular thigh, and clean, sinewy leg, the strong 
broad beak, and the thin wiry feathered tail; in 
short. we do not consider the English game fowl, 
© Coq 1)’ Angleterre” of Buffon, and the Asiatic 
game cock to be in any way asvimilated to each 
other, and in point of carriage and endurance we 
have no doubt that the English bird would in’ 
combat. svon sutecumb to the bravery and endu- 
rance of his Asiatic name-sake. 

Chitlezong.—A few pens of these fowls were 
sent from Chittagong, but none containing speci- 
mens worthy of special commendation, Those 
fowls are specially hardy, and when crossed with 
the Native Bengallee fowl produce poultry most 
suitable for the table, The other country-bred 
fowls, with the exception of two pens of the Dar- 
jeeling breed which contained some fine specimens, 
‘were badly represented; some cotton feathered 
(chiefly cocks) and Spanish fowls were deserving 
of attention, 

Shanghai Species —Country-bred fowls of the 
Shanglhui species fully merited the prizes that 
were awarded them: these fowla we consider 
hardy, good layers, und well suited foe domestic: 
use, and the most likely to improve the breed of 
the ordinary Bengallee fowl. 

Inported Fowls—Of these but three pens were 
exhibited, one of Cochin China (English), one of 
grey Sussex, and a third of no specific class (Eng- 
lish) ; none of these were deserving of particular 
notice, 

Six imported Cochin China hens from tho 
farm-yard of Mr. W. Stalkartt were magnificent 
specimens; unfortunately no cockbird of the same 
species accompanied them. 

Bantoms.—There was, as we expected, a great 
varicty in this class, some of the specimens of 
which among the smooth legged were exceedingly 
tich, A white cock (China) to which the firat 
prize was awarded, and a pen of white with black 
edges from Japan (also a first prize), were moat 
attractive; some of the Japanese and Rangoon 
bantams were also exeedingly good. 

Several pens of miacellangous fowle, comprising 
Rumpkins, Kaffrees, Spanish, Poland, pure jungle 
fowl, and a pair of white pigeon fowls from’ Bude 
druck were exhibited, With the exception of the 
last named, which are a novelty to us, rone were 
remarkable, 

Guinca Fowls—These were fairly represented, 
and two pens frem the Lobanipore farm, which 
had been confined for a long time, the prizes were 
awarded, 

These birds, though living in their natural state 
chiefly on tree doing their confinement in 
pens thrived and apparently improved on their 
unvaried diet, the nen onbusked rice. 

Gapons.—-Some thirteen pens of these birds 
were exhibited in numbers varying from two to @ 
dozen; the finest specimens were received frou 
Assam and gained the prize, Theeo Wide 
found thrive best alone, and not, es seing we 
sent, in nombers, where the taster bié

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Pigeans.—A large variety, consisting chiefly of 
Sherazies, Tumblers, and Fantails, with other 
fancy kinds, were exhibited and attracted consi 
derable attention. 

The Sherazies from Benarea were particularly 
fine, Some of the finest birds of pure and well 
defined color had been ingeniously disfigured by 
inoculation with parti-colored feathers, and were 
lost to the eye of the real pigeon fancier ; nover- 
theless some birds that were displayed in their 
natural colors were excellent. 

A large variety of fancy pigeons belonging to 
the Messrs. Wood were most attractive. Simavia, 
Lalalca, Sishoo, Pouter (one pair), Patna Golas, 
aud Tumblers were among the most prominent. 
Some curly feathered Fantails, Trumpeters, and 
Monghyas sent for exhibition and not for com- 
Petition wero highly approved of, 

With this series terminated the shed No. 52, 
and we have the satisfaction to report that but 
one capon among upwards of five hondred head 
of birds died during the Show, the rest having 
been delivered to their respective owners, 

We would notice several instances of fowls 
being injured during the Show owing to the owners 
having deseribed and despatched them as “a pen 
of fowls,” whercas it was evident that they had 
never af been together till the Show commenced, 
the consequence being that the new comers were 
much mutilated by their overpowering companions 
and obliged to be removed, thus destroying the 
pen and the owners chance of securing a prize. 


Shed No. 51. 


In this Department sixty-six compartments, 
S feet 3 inches by 4 feet 6 inches in breadth, and 
3 feet in height, were assigned for the turkeys, 
geere, and ducks. 

The compartments were made of stretuhed wire 
from end to end, the divisions being made of 
matwork, and the top covered with thin wooden 
frame work of 9 feet by 8, overlapped with iron 
network, 

Matting is not suitable for gecsc, especially at 
thia time of the year when they are nesting, and 
soon gets destroyed by the birds. 

The divisions might have been made in net 
work, but it would have been expensive, as the 
net when once enteis unsaleable, which we consi- 
dered deserving of our uttention. We would 
mention that scarcely six yards of netting were 
wasted, the smaller pieces having been used in 
coveting the pigeon boxes. 

The turkeys, consisting of twenty-two pens, 
were on the whole satisfactory, with the excep- 
tion’ of the first prize pen, which to the Judges 
appeared to be either imported or the first pro- 
duce ; they were small but hardy. These birds 
do not stand long confinement, and being deprived 
‘ofthe sun soon pine. They were fed with sattoo, 
bran, and rice in husk, and but one bird which 
wae very sick when it arrived was lust during the 
Show. 

“These birds thrive and lock well ina Show on 
the ground, but care shoald be taken that they 
have sand or saw dust in abundance to prevent 
cold, to which Indian turkeys are very subject,

‘The imported specimens of geese, both English and 
China, were remarkably fine, One pen of Inslish 
geese from Howrah were deserving of the highest 
commendation, and gained several prizes, 

The China imported were very fine; bub wo 
question whether they are not better cuted for 
ornamerital lakes and tanks than for the table. 

The country-bred specimens, with one or two 
exceptions, were not deserving of special notice. 


Ducks. 


This series we regretted to find but most im- 
perfectly represented ; the whole of the specimens 
with the exception of one imported drake wero 
small and demanded little attention. 


Rablats, 


But twelve rabbits were sent to the Show, 
though we hal provided accommodation for as 
many as eighty, and those that did reach us were 
small. 

In this shed one goose and one turkey died 
during the Show, the latter heing, as above stated, 
in a very weak state when it arrived. 

On the whole subject we would report that the 
collection of poultyy and pigeons was good and 
most interesting, and considering the novelty of 
the attempt, we may state that it for cxceeded 
our expectations, and reflects great credit to the 
numerous exhibitors who have in the first Exhibi- 
tion of this kind came forward to promote the in- 
terests of the Exhibition, and to whom our best 
thanks are fally due. 

Viewing this part of the Exhibition in a 
financial point of view we would conclude our Re- 
port in remarking that we fully anticipate that the 
greater portion, if not the whole, of the expenses 
will be repaid by the sale of the cages which have 
been constructed with a view to future sale, and for 
the purchase of which durin the Show and up to 
the present date there are numerous applications 
coming in. 

The sum of Rupecs 70 was expended in Estah- 
lishment previous to and during the Show. — 

Soveral pens of poultry were sold privately 
during the Show at very high prices, aud constavt 
demands were being made in the Office for pur- 
chase of those exhibited. 

One country-bred Cochin cock was sold for the 
sum of Rupees 100, and many others might have 
met with purchusers had the owners been disposed 
to part with them. E

The exhibition of wheats was very good, and of 
rive and paddy the specimens sent were very nu- 
imerous, though some of the best descriptions of 
moongy and of table rica were wanting. Bajra, 
jowar, and millets were few in number of speci- 
mens, 

The best wheats, oats, and Larley were from 
Benores. Of rice the first specimens of scalded 
came from Banooorah and 24-Pergunnahs ; and of 





unscalded from Gyah and 24-Pergunnuhs. We 
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had some difficulty in awarding the local prizes

General Remarks. 

The arrangement of the specimens in these 
three sections was imperfect, and our time was 
unnecessarily taken up by igving tu look for 
specimens entered in the Catalogue, some of which 
indeed we could not find. Jt took us nearly two 
days to go through the apecimer 1 by Cata. 
logue, but really many more. In future Exhibi- 
tions we suggest that more pains be insisted on 
in the proper classification of specimens, and 
greater accuracy in the composition and printing 
of the Catalogue and Prize Lists. Exhibitors 
naturally expect their respective contributions to 
he examined side by side by the Judges when the 
latter are making their awards. 

It would be well perhaps were the Judges or 
other equally qualified persons to be associated in 
future with those who undertake the arrangement 
of the specimens. -

Neilgherry Tea —This is a fairly-made tea for a 
first attempt, but contains a large quantity of 
reddish brown leaf, caused by a portion of iv 
being rather too old when picked. It has the 
flavor of a brown leaf China tea, but much want- 
ing im strength, and therefore unsuitable as a 
mixing ter, strength mote than flavor beg the 
great desideratum in East Indian te It is this 
quality that gives the high market value to the 
general run of the teas produced in this country. 
Probably this would have been of much better 
quality, and of a more marketable appearance had 
it heen prepared by a practival tea-maker, 

Chittagong Tea.—This tea appears to be a mix- 
ture of all the qualities produced with many red 
leaves and stalks. Lt is broken and dusty, and 
evidently prepared by a party somewhat inexpe- 
rienced in the manipulation of tea. Tt has a very 
strong full flavor, a quality highly appreciated in 
the English market for mixing purposes, (Indian 
teas are seldom used by themeelves, but are 
brought by the duslers to mix with the more 
flavory but weaker teas from China uud Japan.) 

‘We consider that this first attempt to produce 
tea in this new District is highly satisfactory, and, 
if care and experience be brought to bear upon its 
cultivation and manufacture, that it promises well 
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for the future prospects of this neighbourhood as 
a tea-growing District.

‘There was no particular excellence in any of 
these engines : all were ordinary and cheaply con- 
structed, and exhibited no late’improvements or 
any special qualities demanding attention,

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There was, however, no difficulty in awarding 
the prize to Messrs, Fowler’s engine as the best 
and most useful engine of its class, 

D,—Single Cylinder Portable Engines. 

No prize was allotted for thie class of engine, 
but‘as seven engines expressly imported for the 
Exbibition were exhibited, and ow the prize for a 
wind engine could not be awarded in its own class, 
we took upon ourselves to recommend the transfer, 
and we awarded the prize to this class of engine, 

The engines were all well made serviceable 
engines, as ordinarily constructed by the several 
makers, and the prize was awarded to the beet and 
most useful engine No. 10 of eight horae-power. 

Without entering into the consideration of tho 
designs on which these portable engines have 
severally been constructed, we would wish 
generally to point out certain points of construc- 
tion that should be attended to in engines intend. 
ed for India. 

‘We suggest that the wheels ond carriages 
should be invariably made of iron, and that no 
wood should be admitted into the construction. 

That all those moving parts now constructed 
of cast iron and liable to irreaular etrain should 
be made of wrought iron; that the manufacturer 
should bear m mind that these engines will have 
to work many bundred miles away from any 
possible means of repair, and that they are more 
hable to injury from unskilled hands in India than 
they would by in Enrope. 

That in this climate the fewer bright parts 
about an engine the better; that in every engine 
there should be a locked safety valve; and that 
all engines of this class should be locomotive. 
ime-movere, Wind Engines, 

We consider it to be a matter of great regret 
“that there were no engines exhibited under thie 
class worthy of notice, 

‘There is a great field open in India for wind 
engines, in some parts for irrigation, and in many 
parts for general purposes, and we cannot but 
think that 8 well constructed wind engine would 
vbe found thoroughly adapted to the people and 
their wante, in many purts of this vast and vary- 
‘ing country. @ 
® ‘Looking, therefore, to one of the ends of such 

xhibitions as the present one, vis., the directing 

ff public attention in the right direction, we 

ould urge,*that in an? future exhibition, atten- 

ion should be directly and indirestly drawn to 
wind engines. 
! ‘We anticipate that little will be done in this 
country in the matter, and therefore suggest that 
desi be invited from those countries where 
wind engines are found to work wel aad are in 
daily work. 

II1.—Prime-movert, Water. 

No water wheels were exhibited, and only one 
turbine, bat so inferior in design and construction 
as to preclude the possibility of awarding a prize. 

'1V.—Prime-mover, Oatile-power works. 

Three sets of these cattle-power works were 
exhibited ; all were imported expressly for the 
Exhibition. The prize was awarded to No, 30, 
an excellent arrangement moderately priced.

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‘The latter if it had been in time wonld bave 
gained the prize, as it is a useful, well constructed 
engine, and well adapted to the country, being 
also available as a stationary engine for general 
purposes, and coming nearly to what we proposed, 
that portable engines should be, locomotive. 

Innicatina Macaixeey. 
A—Persian Wheel. 

Tne prize was awarded to the only wheel 
exhibited. This machine, though faulty in many 
respects, is a greut advance on the Native wheel, 
and is a useful, serviceable irrigating machine. 
Its price is moderate, and as such it will supply 
the condition for which the prize was given, 

B.—No fixed irrigating Pump for wells were 
exh d. 

C.—A portable irrigating machine on wheels 
was exhibited, and received the prize given for 
that class of machine. 

D.—Centrilugal Pump. 

All the pumps exhibited under this class were 
by the same maker. The prize wus therefore 
awzrded to the best, adaptation of the machine, 
which was a pump fixed to a portable engine by 
Measrs. Ransome and Sime. 

There were six pumps of this class exhibited in 
fu)l work, and all deserving of commendation. 

£—Porlable Pump, 

There were a number of pumps of this descrip- 
tion exhibited, and the prize was awarded to an 
arrangement of the Californian pump, which 
pumps we consider to deserve special notice. , 

A series of Norton’s V. pumps were exhibited ; 
we considered this pump deserving of high com- 
mendation and awarded it a silver medal. It is @ 
pump well adapted to the wants of this country. 

We have to remark, that though, in the V. 
Pump and in Gwynus centrifugal pump, the 
irrigateng and water raising machines, for irriga- 
ting with low lifts presented, there was a 
total absence of machines to irrigate from deep 
wells, and we suzgest that in the notice for any 
future Exhibition the work to be done rbLould be 
fully set forth. 

A sinall American chain pump was exhibited, 
but: it was too small to serve any practical purpose. 

Several collections of models of country irriga 
ing machines were also exbibiled ; there were 
many of them deserving of notice, aud the prize 
was awarded toa very excellent arranyzement of 
the tilting trough from Barmah, by which the 
labor of one or more men was adapted in the 
most economical way. 

Indigo beating Muchine. « 

Three model machines were exhibited under this 
head, and the prize was awarded to a construetion 
No. 117. This machine doubtlessly doce to a 
certain extent the work required of it, aud is the 
best machine we know ‘of, but we cannot but 
think that there is a great field open to machines 
in this manufacture, and we would sugzest. that, 
with the notice of any future Exhibition, a 
memorandum (drawn up by some qualified manu. 
facturers and chemists) be annexed for the purpose 
of shewing what is required. 

Sao Mill. 

Only three were exhibited. These were circular 
saws of ordinary construction deserving no parti- 
cular notice. 

‘here were mortising and tenoning machines 
exhibited, but they hardly came within the ecope 
of the Exhibition, It is to be regretted much 
that no machine was exhibited which would fully 
meet the condition set forth, wie. :-— 

Machines adapted to Tea Box making. 
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‘We consider that it is very desirable to intro 
duce such machinery, and that ample time and 
detailed explanation should be given to the public 
of acknowledged requirements previous to any 
future Exhibition. 

Presses. ; 

The presses exhibited did not possess any im- 
provement sufficient to warrant a prize being 
given. Pe 

wo presses were exhibited, one an ordinary 
serew press of good workmanship, and the other 
a hydraulic press, too slow in action to be deserv- 
ing of any commendation. 

Rice Mill. 

There was only one mill exhibited under this 
claes, and it was of Native construction from 
Burmah. We considered its construction to have 
sy much merit that a prize was awarded. 

In closing this report we desire to offer a few 
remarks on the question of machinery for India ; 
for the daily increasing cort of labor and the bad 
quality of that labor, the introduetion of European 
capital, and Karopean example, is creating an 
increasing demand for machinery to such an 
extent as to call for the serious consideration of 
the Government, of the publie, and of the manu- 
facturer. 

We think the machinery may be divided into 
two classes 

1. ing perfected machinery, already at 
work in Europe, to be selected for and introduced 

into India. 

9. Special Machines for special wants of the 
country, and its manufactures to be designed and 

* constructed. 

Por the first of these, viz., for the introduction 
of existing machinery, this Exhibition hus done 
mach, Messrs. Ransome and Sims have throuzh 
Messrs. Lepage und Company very wiscly sent 
out an Engineer to see what is wanted, and to ad- 
vice his Firm as 10 the requirements of the 
country. Messrs. Thomson and Company. have 
selected their own machinery.

deficiency of the necessary mechanical knowledge. 
It may be thought that such failures affect the in- 
dividual only, but we would point out that these 
failures are not confined to the individual concern 
ed or to the loss of his money; but thut .they 
affect the public in every instance in the introduce 
tion of machinery by the fact of failures having 
oceurred. 

The Exhibition having forced this question on 
our attention we bave sought for a remedy, and 
we would suggest, that whenevir possible, as 
in the cases of ‘Tea Planters and Indigo growers, 
&e.,, that they would be wise to join to share the 
expense of bringing out to this country edmpetent 
and scientific mechanics to correct the work to be 
done aid thereon to design and construct machi- 
nery for the purpose. : 

We think that for the present such machinery 
would be best ructed in England, and that if 
once sufficient data got isto English manufae- 
turer’s circles, we should have as many, and as well 












| constructed, machines for tea and indigo, as we 





now have fur oil and sugar. 

That the establishment: of consulting mechanics 
in India would follow quickly on the steps taken. 

If these steps were tuken at once the next 
Exhibition will assured!y show a good collection 
of tea and indizo manufacturing implements, 

Finally, looking to the time necessary to obtain 
machinery from England, we would advise that 
at least cizhtecn months’ notice be given of the 
next Exhibition. 

We would advise that the Exhibition should 
provide engine power and steam power separately 
and that the arrangement should be matured by a 
Committee of Enyineers, at least six months 
prior ta the date of opening.

There were three compotitors for the best milk 
pans ; of these one collection was of wrouzht and 
east iron enamelled by Messrs. 'T. E. Thomsvr and 
Company, one of country-made carthenware by 
Baboo Heeraloll Seal, and one of European-made 
earthenware by Mr. Stalkartt. ‘Those of enamel- 
led wrought iron were very nice pans, but we are 
of’ opinion that: for cleanliness, coolness, and neat- 
ness, those of European earthenware are by far 
the best suited for this country. 

The earthenware pans made at Pattragatta are 
very excellent specimens of Indian manufacture. 
Although the regulations did not permit us to 
award a prize for them, we think the exhibitor 


deserves very great credit and enconrayement ; | 


and we have no doubt that, after more experience 

in manufacture, he will be able to produce earthen- 

ware of a very superior qnality. 

Section IX—Miscelianeous Machinery and Tuple- 
ments used in Agricultural ank in the preparation 
of Agricultural produce for the Market. 
Seventeen prizes out of twenty-one were com-

‘The only one of those prizes for which Native 
workmen were at all likely to compete is that for 
wooden gates for fencing, und as this idea was 
quite new to them, it is not to be wondered at 
that they did not compete. It is, however, to be 
regretted that some patterns were not exhivited, as 
there is ample room for their use in Bengal, if 
made cheap and easily erected. 

‘The iron wire foncing and iron roofing could 
only be expected from Earopean manufacturers, 
It ie surprising that some specimens were not 
exhibited, but the omiesion is not a matter of much 
importancy, as the best specimens can be seen on the 
Railway works now being earried out in Bengal. 

The dry clay brick-making machiae must be 
heavy und expensive, and a machine for which 
there is not likely to be much demand in this 
country for a long time, so that it is ugt surprise 
ing that thero were no exhibition. 

Of the larger and more expensive articles for 
whieh prizes were awarded in many instances there 
was no competition, or only onesfecimen, Tn other

matter of the prize which the Society have offered 
for an improvement on the bullock’s yoke 
now used in Bengal, I thie forenoon, on 
receipt of a note from Mr. Crawford, visited 
the Agrieultural Exhibition for the purpose 
of inspecting the competitive articles. My 
anticipation was that 1 should have had the ad- 
vantage ot acting in concert with yourself and 
the other gentlemen who form the Judges on 
implements, &o., in gencral, but I regretted to 
find that your visit was already over. 

My duty ig, of course, entirely confined to the 
question respecting the yoke, and the adjudgment 
or otherwise of the Soviety’s prize, it having 
been understood that a Member of the Society’s 
Committee should be one of the Judges; and T 
now bez permission to submit to you the impres- 
sion which my inspection of the several urticles and 
subsequent information have formed in my mind: 

Isé,—That none of the yokes or harness fully 
mediately meet the object desired by the 
Society ; and that L should not therefore be justi- 
fied in recommending the award for them of the 
prize iu question. 

2Qui—Thar the padded collar, or rest, invented

‘Wusw it was first proposed to hold an Agricul. 
tural Exhibition in Caloutta, and the Government 
of India was asked to give its approval to the 
undertaking, I stated that the advances to bo 
made for the objects of the Exhibition would not 
exceed Rupees 60,000, and that the wholé of this 
sour pectally be covered by the payments to 
be le by the public for admission. I added, | 
however, that the object was one which, in my 
opinion, was of sufficient importance to justily 
the outlay of that sum. 

2. The Government of India, considering the 
object to be deserving of cordial encouragement 
and support as ono full of future. benefit, accorded 
ite prompt sipport and sanctioned the advance of 
Rupees 50,000 for the purposes of the Exhibition. 
The plan of the undertaking expanded consider- 
ably as the details of it came to be developed by 
the Central Committee, and instead of being con- 
fined, a8 was at first projected, to the Cattle, 
Produce, and Implements of Bengal, it came to 
embrace the Cattle and Produce and Implements 
of several other important Provinces of India, as 

ell as Agricultural Machinery of an expeusive 
and claborate kind from Europe and America, 

3. This extension of the plan of the Exhi 
tion increased immeasurably both its attractive- 
“ness and its utility, but it added considerably to 
its expense, Nevertheless, owing to the generous 
contributions of the public, the avidity with which 
large numbers of every class of the community 
crowded to the Exhibition, and the good manage. 
ment of the Central Committee, although tho 
expenditure amounted to Rupees 1,16,540, the 
receipts, including Rupece 14,700 of outstanding 
assets in course of realization,* 
have come to Rupees 86,627, 
leaving a balance of Rupees 
29,918, or in round numbers Rupees 30,000, to 
be defrayed by the State. It will be seen from 
paragraph 82 of the Committee’s Report that 
this excess of disbursements over receipts is due 
almost entirely to the expenditure necessary 
for setting up the large Machinery and providing 
steam-power to work it; while on the other hand 
paragraph 28 of tho Report shows that the 
amount directly contributed by the pais was

comparatively small sum of three thousand pounds 
has been most profitably and Leneficially, as it has 
been legitimately, expended. 

6. The marked personal interest, taken in the 
Exhibition by its Patron, the Viceroy, the part he 
took jn the-opening ceremony, and his frequent 
presence both in the yard and at the steam plouch 
trials, afforded the highest encouragement to ull, 
and contributed in a material dezree to impress 
upon the minds of the Native Zemindars and 
other agriculturists the importance and reulity of 
the occasion. I trust I may be permitted to ex- 
press my grateful thunks to His Excellency, and 
algo to the Members of His Ixeelleney’s Council 
and the Chief Justice, (the Vice-Putrons,) for their 
contenance and support, 

6. From the Goverament of India generally ; 
from the Governments of Madras, the Straits 
Settlements, and the North-Western Provinces ; 
from the Chief Commissioners of Oude and British 
Burmab, and from His Highness the Mahurajah 
of Travancore, the Central Committee received 
most valuable aid, whieh I desire very thankiully 
to acknowledge. 

7. To the President and Members of the 
Central Committee, particularly those who took 
an active personal share in the direction and 
arrangement of the various Departments of thy 
Show; to the Members of the several Local 
Committees both in Bengal and elsewhere, parti- 
eularly those of Benares and Rangoou; tu the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of Bengal ; 
to the heads of Public Depurtments by whom 
assistance was rendered to the Central Committee ; 
to the Railway and Steam Navigation Companies 
by whom articles aud exhibitors were conveyed 
either free or on favurable terms to and from the 
Exhibition; to the Judges, to those, whether 
individuals or societies, who contributed prizes 
and other donations; to the exhibitors, especially 
those who imported valuable Steam’ and other 
Machinery from England for the purpose; and 
to the Executive Ollivers employed by the Com- 
mittee, the thanks and congratulations of the 
Government are justly due. ‘These I have already 
expressed in person, and now record. 

8. Especially have these acknowledments been 
deserved by the Honorary Secretaries, Messrs. 
J. A. Crawford and A. M. Dowleans, of whose 
indefatigable exertions and judicions management, 
in the midst of other engrossing official avocations, 
I cannot speak too highly, Mr. Dowleans’ ex- 
perience at the Great Exhibitions of 1851 and 
1862 was of great value, and he applied it with 
ability and zeal to loeal circumstances. 

9. If I allude to the defects of arrangement 
which the Central Committee candidly ac- 
knowledge in their Report, it is without, the 
faintest intention of imputing blame, and solely 
with 4 view to point them out as beacons for the 
fature. ‘ Considering the novel, experimental, and 
tentative charaoter of the Exhibition ; the expan- 
ston of its scope after the date fur holding it hud 
been:fixed ; the absence until a late period of any 
: One who had practical knowledge of the detaile of 
such an undertaking ; the difficulty. of obtuinini:” 
aceuritd ‘and. timely returns; the inattention of 
‘Conteibuters and: others to the rales laid down for 
thelr guidance, andthe defoctive means of carriage 
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and other appliances existing in the country, it 
may well be a matter ef*congratulation that these 
defects were so few and comparatively unimpor- 
tunt. Certain it is that they did not, in the 
estimation of the public, interfere with the perfect 
success of the Exhibition. Whatevor mistaken 
impressions may have existed as to the intention 
with which the Exhibition was founded, and it 
must be admitted that these were at one time 
serious and disheartening, there can be no doubt 
that they are now entirely removed; that the 
Native community is now thoroughly satistied as to 
the utility of such Exhibitions ; that the attention 
of the Native Zemindare and gentry at large has 
Deen given, as it never was given before, to the 
concerns of practical agriculture, and that there 
prevails a very general desire that the Exhibition 
should be repeated and become as it were a perma- 
nent institution. I entertain ne doubt whatever 
that when the proper time comes for holding 
another Exhibition of this kind, the experience 
now gained will enable those who may have the 
manageinent of it to make it still more complete 
than the first, and that the support it receives 
from the Native public will be many fold greater 
than on this occasion. The valuable eugyestions 
made in the last three paragraphs of the Come 
mittee’s Report will then nv doubt be duly borne 
in mind. 

10. As one instance, among many, of tho 
beneficial effects of the Exhibition, I may mention 
that [ have lately received from a Native Zemindar 
of Bengal a proposal to establish an Agricultural 
College near Calcutta, together with the offer of a 
donation towards its permanent endowment. 

11. The proceedings of the Central Committee 
are entirely approved and sanctioned. 


12. The Reports of the Judges are of great 
value, and suggest important matter for the con- 
rideration of all who are interested in the 
improvement of the Tive Stock and Agricultural 
Prodacta of the country, in the adaptation of 
European Machinery to Indian agriculture, and 
in the construction of special Machinery suited 
to local wants, The Report on the steam plough 
trials possesses peculiar interest. It is much to 
be regretted that owing to the circumstances 
referred to in paragraph 1% of the Committee's 
Report the Reports of the Judges on Produce are 
Jess complete than they should have been. 

13. The impression made upon my mind by 
the Exlibition itself, by the Reports of the 
Committee and of the Judges, and by such 
indications of general opinion as I have been 
able to gather, is, that in future it will be better 
to confine the objecta of an Agricultural Show to 
Cattle and Produce, and that Agricultural Machi. 
nery and Implements would find a more proper 
place in a general Exhibition of industrial art. 

14. A Cattle and Produce Show is necessarily 
one of short duration, the accommodation it re- 
quires is of a very temporary and inexpensive 
nature, and the arrangements it requires are 
simple. Qn the other hand Machinery, Imple- 
monts, and industrial products require, for their 
proper reception and security, expensive and semi~ 
permanent buildings and fittinge, and may be 
exhibited to the best advantage for a considerably 
longer time. The Machinery Department of the 
late Exhibition suffered, and was of much lese use 
Loth to exhibitors and to the public than it ought 
to have been, owing to the ephemeral character 
of the whole affair. It would have been impossible 











to keep the Live Stock together for more than 
a week, but a week wus much too short a time for 
the Machinery to be seen and to produce its full 
effect on the public mind. Yet at the end of the 
first week, after the Live Stock had been dispersed, 
fa general impression prevailed that the Ex- 
hibition was over, and though the Machinery 
remained on view for some days longor, very few 
people went to see it, except on the Inst day, 
when admission was absolutely free. It is obvious 
also that while great advantage would arise from 
having annual Shows for Cattle and Produce, 
there is w little to be gained by such frequent 
Exhibitions of Machinery and Implements. 


15. Again, as regards Live Stock, the expe- 
rience we have gained from the late Exhibition and 
from those held as subsidiary to it in several 
Districts, teaches us that Calcutta is mach too 
distant from most parts of Bengal to answer as a 
place of annual Exhibition, and that while annual 
Shows in different parts of the country would be of 
infinite use in stimulating local improvement in 
the breeding and care of Cattle, and are indeed 
absolutely required for that purpose, a general 
Show once in three or four years at the Presi- 
deney would siiffive for emulation and comparison 
among the breeders in all parts of Bengal and in 
other parts of India within reach. 

16. The above remark applies in nearly an 
equal degree to cereals aud other vegetable 
produce. 


17. What, therefore, I propose is that Local 
Agricultural Shows for Live Stock and the pro- 
ducts of agricultural labor should be held annually 
in different parts of the country. The primary 
object of each Show should be to encom 
ture and the breeding of Cattle in the 
Divisions in which it might be held, but the 
produce of other Divisions should not be excluded. 
I would have one of these Shows every year in 
each Divisivn, not always in the same District or 
in the same place, but in each District of the 
Division in rotation, and at such timer and places 
as from time to time might be considered most 
suitable. It would probably be advantageous to 
connect these Shows with the great annual Fairs 
which are held at different places on stated days, 
and at which great numbers of people always 
congregate for purposes of trade, The manage- 
mont of these Shows should be under the general 
direction of the Commissioner of the Division, 
assisted by such gentlemen as might be associated 
with him for the parpose. For each Show I 
would give a grant of Rupees 3,000 for prizes, it 
being understood that the publie would contrie 
bute at least an equal amount, and that even- 
tually theso Shows should be self-supporting. 
This would involve at first an annual expenditure 
of Rupees 30,000 for the promotion of agricul. 
ture in the ten Divisions of Bengal, a sum for which 
the object in view is far more than fully adequate, 
and the outlay of which will equally benefit the 
Government and the country at large. The recent 
orders of the Government of India on the Report 
of the Commissariat Commission suggest one 
important advan’ to the public service, which 
the institution of annual local Cattle Shows and 
their due encouragement are likely, above all other 
means, to secure.

The first of them should be held on 
the let January 1867, and the local Shows of that 
season would be preparatory and subsidiary to it. 
If I am in India at that time, the ground at 
Alipore on which the recent Exhibition was held 
will by available for the purpose. 

19. For Agricultural Machinery and all other 

roducts of industrial art an altogether different 
Tina of Exhibition is required. For this a special 
building of ample dimensions must be erected, 
temporary indeed und removable, but substantial 
and capable of receiving large Machines to be 
worked by steam, and of providing room for all 
the fabrics and other products of industry and 
skill that may be collected, after due notice, not 
only in Bengal, or even in India, bnt from all 
parts of the world. An Exhibition of this kind 
should be opened about the Ist November, and 
should remain open for four months, so as to be 





on view during the whole of the cool season. The 
outlay for such a building and for other necearary 
preparations on a proper scale would no doubt 
exceed a lakh, or perhaps two lakhs of Rupees, 
and though a large proportion of this would 
certainly be recovered by the sale of tickets 
and the disposal of materials, Tam not prepared 
to say that some part of the cost would not 
become acharge upon the Government. Still it 
is unquestionable that the country would derive 
vast benefit from such an Exhibition, and if the 
the Government of India see no objection, I 
would propose that it take place in 1869-70, that 
is to say, in little more than five years from the 
present time, and that hereafter due notice should 
be given, and ample time afforded, both to 
exhibitors and to those who may have the 
management of the Exhibition, to make every 
preparation necessary to ensure success,
